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To  the  Honorable  the  Assemhly : 

Ihe  State  Board  of  Cliarities  res])ectfu]lv  acknowledges  the  receipt 
of  the  resolution  of  the  Assembly  of  ApririG,  1880,  of  which  the  fol- 
lowing is  a coj)y : 

WJiereas,  It  appears  from  tlie  report  of  the  comptroller  of  the  city 
of  Iseu  \ 01  k that  the  city  of  New  \ork  pays  annually  the  enormous 
sum  of  §900,740  lor  sjiecial  contributions  to  private  charitable  insti- 
tutions, wdiich  exjienditure  is  made  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  acts 
passed  by  the  Legislature,  from  time  to  time,  and  it  also  appears 
that  a further  sum  of  §300,000  is  distributed  among  such  institutions 
from  the  excise  funds  of  said  city  ; and 

}]hereas.  An  additional  sum  of  more  than  §1,300,000  is  paid  by  said 
city  for  tiie  sup})ort  of  its  public  chai'itable  institutions,  makino- a 
total  ex])enditure  for  charities  in  New  York  city  of  about  §3,000,000 
per  annum;  and 

hc)  eas,  1 lie  ajijiropriations  first  above  referred  to  vary  greatly  in 
amount  and  in  rate  per  capita  to  the  several  institutions,  aiurare 
made  ujion  no  systematic  or  correct  principles  or  plan  ; and 

]\  hei  eas,  It  is  claimed  that  some  of  the  institutions  sharing  in  this 
distiibution  of  public  funds  are  unworthy  of  such  assistance,  and  that 
other  more  deserving  charitable  associations  are  excluded  from  iiartici- 
pation  in  such  distribution  ; and 

]\heteat<,  Ihe  large  exjienditure  of  public  moneys  for  these  jmrposes 
IS  a heavy  tax  upon  the  city  of  New  \ork,  and  it  seems  jiroper  that 
some  limit  should  be  put  on  such  amount  of  such  expenditure,  that 
some  lule  should  be  laid  down  to  govern  future  appropriations,  and 
that  the  distribution  should  fie  regulated  ujion  some  fixed  principle 
and  in  some  more  intelligent  manner  than  at  present;  and 

W hei  eati,  It  is  impossible  for  the  Assembly  at  this  last  sta^'e  of  the 
session  to  make  a careful  and  intelligent  investigation  of  the^subiect  • 
now,  therefore,  be  it  ’ 

licsolved,  lhat  the  State  Board  of  Charities  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
lequested  and  instructed  to  examine  into  the  whole  question  of  the 
appropriations  aforesaid,  their  proprieties,  the  proper  amount  of  dis- 
tribution and  limitation,  and  that  they  report  the  result  of  their  in- 
vestigation, with  their  recommendations  upon  the  subiect  to  the 
Assembly  of  1881.  ’ 

In  compliance  with  which  resolution  the  Board  begs  to  report- 

At  a meeting  of  the  Board,  held  May  11,  1880,  the  resolution  was 
taken  up,  and  after  mature  consideration  referred  to  a committee  of

the  Board,  composed  of  the  New  York  members,  for  examination  and 
re  oort. 

This  committee  presented  its  report  upon  tlie  subject  to  the  Board 
at  its  meeting  January  11,  1881,  which,  after  being  read  and  fully  con- 
si(  ered,  was  accepted  and  adopted  by  the  Board,  and  is  hereto  appended 
in  answer  to  the  resolution  of  the  Assembly.

Tl  the  State  Board  of  Charities  : 

The  following  resolution,  ado])ted  by  the  Assembly  of  1880,  detines 
an  1 limits  the  scope  of  the  report,  which  we  present  to  you  in  accord- 
un  36  with  your  instructions  : 

‘Whereas,  1 1^ appears,  from  the  report  of  the  comptroller  of  the 
citr  of  X’ew  lork,  that  tlie  city  of  New  York  pays  annually  the 
en  »rm()us  sum  of  8990, 740  for  special  contributions  to  private  chari- 
table institutions,  wliich  expenditure  is  made  under  and  by  virtue  of 
the  acts  passed  by  the  Legislature,  irom  time  to  time,  and  it  also  ap- 
peiii’s  that  a further  sum  of  l>d(J6,000  is  distributed  among  such  insti- 
tuiions  from  the  excise  funds  of  said  city;  and 
fVhereas,  An  additional  sum  of  more  than  $1,, 300,000  is  paid  by 
sai  1 city  for  the  suppoi't  ol  its  jiublic  charitable  institutions,  making 
a t )tal  expenditure  for  charities,  m New  York  city,  of  about  600,000 
|iei  annum;  and 

Vhereas,  The  appropriations,  first  above  referred  to,  vary  greatly 
in  iiuount,  and  in  rate  per  cap\ta  to  the  several  institutions,  and  are 
ma  le  ujion  no  systematic  or  correct  principles  or  plan;  and 

\hereas.  It  is  claimed  that  some  of  the  institutions  sharing  in 
thii  distribution  of  public  funds  are  unworthy  of  such  assistance,  and 
tin  t other  more  deserving  charitable  associations  are  excluded  from 
pai tioipation  in  such  distribution  ; and 

Vhereas,  The  large  expenditure  of  public  moneys  for  these  pur- 
po.' es  is  a heavy  tax  upon  the  city  of  Xew  York,  and  it  seems  proper 
:ha  t some  limit  should  be  put  on  such  amount  of  such  expenditure, 
Jui  t some  rule  should  be  laid  down  to  govern  future  appropriations,* 
UK  that  the  distribution  should  be  regulated  upon  some  fixed  prin- 
lip  e,  and  in  some  more  intelligent  manner  than  at  present;  and 
iiyimYLv,  It  is  impossible  for  the  Assembly,  at  this  late  stage  of 
session,  to  make  a careful  and  intelligent  investigation  of  the  subject; 
io\  ’,  therefore,  be  it. 

Pesolred,  That  the  State  Board  of  Charities  be,  and  they  are, 
hereby  requested  and  instructed  to  examine  into  the  whole  question  of 
the  appiojiriations^  aforepiid,  their  proprieties,  the  proper  amount  of 
distribution  and  limitation,  and  that  they  report  the  result  of  their 
invi  stigation,  with  their  recommendations  uiion  the  subject,  to  the 
Assembly  of  1881.” 

1 he  subject  referred  by  the  foregoing  resolution  of  the  Assembly  of 
188')  to  the  State  Board  of  Cnarities,  and  by  them  committed  to  the 
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commissioners  of  the  city  of  New  York  for  investigation,  is  one  of 
much  importance,  and  it  would  be  so  were  the  sum  to  be  expended 
fixed  by  law,  so  that  it  could  never  exceed  the  present  amount. 

The  fact,  however,  that  there  is  no  limit  beyond  which  the  sum 
spent  from  the  public  funds  of  New  York  city  for  the  support  of  the 
delinquent  and  dependent  part  of  the  community  may  not  be  increased, 
makes  the  subject  one  of  very  great  moment,  while  the  alarming  and 
disproportionate  rate  at  which  this  sum  has  increased,  as  compared  with 
the  increase  of  the  population  during  the  past  thirty  years,  renders  it 
imperative  that  the  people  of  the  city  and  the  Legislature  of  the  State 
should  fully  understand  the  facts  of  the  past  and  present,  and  the 
dangers  of  the  future. 

The  following  table,  compiled  from  figures  furnished  by  the  comp- 
troller of  the  city  of  New  York,  especially  when  compared  with  those 
which  follow,  jireseiits  an  array  of  facts  very  interesting  to  the  tax 
payer  and  to  the  philanthropist,  and  more  so  when  it  is  remembered 
that  not  one  cent  of  this  money  has  been  given  voluntarily  in  charity, 
every  dollar  having  been  raised  by  taxation  or  paid  in  license  fees  :

The  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  and  Correction,  besides 
maintaining  the  above,  institutions  during  the  year  1880,  gave  out 
837,000  in  coal  to  the  “out-door  poor,”  8:^0,000  to  the  adult  blind,  and 
supported  children  in  various  institutions  at  a cost  of  819,(;'25.72. 

The  payment  to  the  blind  is  made  yearly  under  a special  statute  to 
about  five  hundred  different  persons.' 

Second.  Thirteen  institutions  which  receive  from  the  public  funds, 
in  accordance  with  special  acts  of  the  Legislature,  a per  capita  allow- 
ance for  each  inmate  admitted,  sufficient,  or  more  than  sufficient,  to 
entirely  support  such  inmate  and  pay  every  exjiense  of  maintenance, 
clothing,  wages,  etc.,  incurred  by  the  institution  in  his  behalf. 

There  is  no  check  put  u])on  the  growth  of  the  majority  of  these  in- 
stitutions, and  in  this  direction  che\'  combine  the  disadvantages  of 
both  public  and  private  charities,  the  recipients  of  their  benefits 
having  on  the  one  hand  no  such  sense  of  degradation  as  often  deters 
persons  from  seeking  relief  in  a public  institution,  and  the  managers, 
on  the  other,  having  no  consideration  of  economy  to  force  them  to 
scrutinize  with  severity  the  claims  of  each  applicant.  On  the  contrarv, 
the  per  capita  allowance  may  serve  as  an  incentive  to  increase  the  size 
of  the  institution,  because  a larger  number  of  })ersons  can  be  mucli 
more  cheaply  maintained  in  proportion  than  a smaller,  and  thus  an 
allowance  which  might  be  insufficient  for  a few  may  be  rendered 
ample  by  simply  adding  to  the  number  of  inmates,  and  the  tempta- 
tion to  be  lax  in  regard  to  admissions  becomes  almost  overjiow'ering. 
The  admissions  to  most  of  these  institutions  depend  solely  on  the  will 
of  the  managers,  and  there  is  no  power  that  can  control  them,  except 
the  Legislature  itself.  For  every  person  admitted  the/ier  capita  allow'- 
ance  is  to  be  paid. 

It  is  to  be  observed,  in  connection  with  this  class  of  charities,  that 
there  are  four  distinct  kinds  of  institutions  included  in  it.

Any  measure  which  seeks  to  regulate  the  distribution  of  the  public 
money  for  ^charitaUe  juirposes,  “■  in  a more  intelligent  manner  than 
at  present.”  must  equalize  the  amounts  paid  to  each  institution  per- 
forming the  same  work,  and  must  grade  the  amounts  according  to  the 
expenses  of  each  class  of  institutions.  The  following  table,  compiled 
froni  reports*  made  to  the  State  Board  of  Charities  by  the  respective 
societies  in  1880  and  1881,  sliows  how  materially  the  allowances  might 
be  diininished  without  crippling  the  action  of  the  institutions.  The 
most  imjiortant  comparison  is  that  hetween  the  amounts  received  from 
the  city,  etc.,  and  those  spent  on  “maintenance,”  which  includes  all 
expenses  for  salaries  of  officers,  wages  and  labor,  jirovisions  and  su]i- 
plies,  clothing,  fuel  and  light,  medicines  and  medical  supplies,  beds 

and  bedding,  and  ordinary  rejiairs  (rent  and  interest  on  caiiital  not 
included).

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Another  point  to  be  observed  in  regard  to  tliese  institutions,  and 
one  which  requires  regulating,  is  the  age  at  wliich  children  may  be  re- 
ceived and  to  which  they  may  be  kept,  as  for  instance  the  foundling 
asylum  and  infant  asylum  may  keep  their  wards  until  18  years  of  age, 
thus  converting  those  institutions  into  homes  for  children  and  even  for 
jiersons  almost  adult,  the  per  capita  allowance  being  continued  at  the 
same  rate  during  the  whole  period  from  infancy  to  the  time  of  dis- 
charge. Thei’e  is  no  reason  why  each  class  of  institutions  should  not 
be  confined  to  the  special  work  for  which  it  was  designed,  and  the 
limit  of  age,  without  being  too  narrow,  should  be  a reasonable  one. 
The  Catholic  Protectory  and  the  New  York  Juvenile  Asvlum  (to  take 
two  other  instances)  which  are  at  present  actually  reformatory  schools 
and  are  doing  valuable  work  as  such,  should  not  receive  children 
under  eight  years  of  age  — these  last  can  be  provided  for  in  other  in- 
stitutions at  cheaper  rates. 

In  the  Catholic  Protectory  among  the  children  received  from  Octo- 
ber 1st,  1878,  to  October  1st,  188U,  :^39  were  8 years  old  or  under, 
while  at  the  Juvenile  Asylum  225  received  during  the  years  1879  and 
1880  were  8 years  old  and  under. 

The  financial  reports  of  most  of  the  institutions  receiving  a per 
capita  allowance  as  given  in  their  published  annual  reports  are  ex- 
tremely deficient.  The  Nursery  and*  Child’s  Hospital,  the  Roman 
Catholic  Protectory  and  the  Hebrew  Benevolent  Orphan  Asylilm 
Society  only,  making  full  and  satisfactory  reports. 

In  a letter  dated  March  19th,  1880,  written  by  the  Comptroller  of 
the  city  to  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  cities  of  the  Assembly, 
occur  the  following  sentences: 

(At  the  request  of  the  Governor)  “ I stated  the  facts  in  regard  to 
mandatory  laws  providing  for  the  payment  of  a per  capita  allowance 
to  charitable  institutions,  showing  how  rapidly,  within  a few  years 
past  the  total  amount  of  taxes  levied  in  the  city  for  this  purpose  had 
risen  from  less  than  8150,000  to  nearly  81,000,000  per  annum. 

The  total  appropriations  for  1879  were  insufficient  and  the  deficien- 
cies amount  to  858,903.56,  which  it  wdll  be  necessary  to  meet  in  some 
way  under  the  authority  of  the  laws  providing  for  the  payment  by  the 
city  of  a per  capita  allowance  to  charitable  institutions.  Unless  some 
check  is  put  upon  legislation  of  this  kind  hardly  any  limit  can  be  set 
to  the  increase  of  taxation  to  provide  for  charitable  institutions.” 

J’o  remedy,  so  far  as  possible  at  this  time  the  evils  pointed  out  in 
relation  to  the  institutions  in  class  2,  we  suggest  the  following  changes 
and  modifications  of  the  present  system  : 

1.  ’I’liat  the  appropriations  be  made  for  the  number  of  inmates  in 
each  institution  the  year  previous  to  the  one  for  which  the  allowance 
is  made,  and  not  for  an  estimated  number  as  at  present. 

2.  That  the  Nursery  and  Child’s  Hospital,  the  New  York  Found- 
ling Asylum,  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum,  the  New  York  Infirmary 
for  Women  and  Children,  should  each  receive  : 

For  every  woman  waiting  confinement,  43  cents  a day,  for  a period 
not  exceeding  two  months ; for  every  confinement,  85  ; for  every  needy 
mother  nursiiifr  her  own  child,  48  cents  a dav  : for  everv  child  under 
five  years,  not  nursed  by  its  own  mother,  38  cents  a day  ; for  every 
child  between  the  ages  of  five  and  eight  years,  28  cents  a day. 
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Ihiit  the  Cliiklren's  Fold  of  tlie  City  of  New  York,  the  Hebrew 
Henevolent  and  Orphan  Asylum  Society,  should  each  receive: 

For  children  between  five  and  twelve  years,  28  cents  a day. 
lhat  the  New  York  Catliolic  Protectory;  tlie  New  York  Juvenile 
Asylum,  should  each  receive: 

t^or  cluldren  between  eight  and  sixteen  years,  28  cents  a day. 
lhat  the  Protestant  Episcopal  House  of  Mercv*.  the  Roman  Catliolic 
House  ot  the  Good  Shepherd,  the  New  York  ^[agdalen  Benevolent 
Society,  should  each  receive  : 

lor  girls  between  fourteen  and  twenty-one  years,  admitted  in  ac- 
;jordanee  witli  law,  28  cents  a dav. 

lhat  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled,  should 
•eceive  : 

For  each  patient,  41  cents  a day. 

4 hat  the  Union  Home  and  Scliool  for  Children  of  our  Volunteers, 
ihould  receive  : 

lor  every  inmate  admitted  in  accordance  with  law,  28  cents  per 
'lay,  whicli  allowance  should  not  be  continued  after  January  1,  1883, 
or  the  reason  that  this  institution  has  already  fulfilled  the  object  of 
:ts  oritanization. 

-3.  lhat  tho  nameof  eacl;  inmate  in  the  Roman  Catholic  Protectory, 

1 he  New  \ork  Juvenile  Asylum,  the  Children's  Fold  of  the  City  of 
.sew  \ork,  the  Hebrew  Orphan  Asylum  and  the  Union  Home  and 
School  for  Children  of  our  \ olnnteers,  should  be  published  in  the 

i nnual  report  of  each  society,  res|)ectively. 

4.  That  every  institution  receiving  a per  capita  allowance  from  the 
( ity,  should  make  an  annual  report  to  the  board  of  estimate  and  apjior- 
tionment,  such  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  said  board,  which  rejiort  shall 
I e published  in  the  Record. 

5.  That  the  accounts  of  all  institutions  receiving  a per  capifa  allow- 
f nee  from  the  city  should  be  ojien  to  the  e.xarnination  of  an  officer  ap- 
} ointed  by  the  mayor  at  any  time,  and  should  be  examined  bv  officers 

ii  ppointed  by  the  comptroller  of  the  city  of  New  York  at  least  o'nce  each 
\ear,  the  results  of  such  examination  to  be  published  in  the  City  Record. 

6.  That  the  funds  of  all  institutions  receiving  a per  capita  allowance 
f 'om  the  city  should  be  deposited  in  some  bank  to  be  approved  by  the 
c omptroller. 

7.  That  no  payment  should,  at  any  time,  be  made  for  any  inmate 
riceived  after  the  adoption  of  these  rules  into  any  institution  before 
t le  age  specified  as  the  age  of  admission. 

8.  That  the  hoard  of  estimate  and  apportionment  should  appoint 
oiicers  to  examine,  once  each  year,  the  cases  of  all  children  admitted 
into  institutions  receiving  a per  capita  allowance  from  the  citv,  and  to 
c illect  monthly  imyments  from  the  parents  or  friends  for  board  of  such 
c lildren. 

9.  That  no  person  acting  as  a manager  or  director  of  any  society 
receiving  a per  capita  allowance  from  the  city  should  hold  any  other 
office  in  such  institution,  or  receive  any  payment  or  emolument  from 
SI  ch  institution. 

10.  That  no  institution  should  receive  any  payment  from  the  city 
tieasuryin  accordance  with  the  above  recommendations,  except  for 
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persons  who  are  legally  entitled  to  relief  from  the  city  and  county  of 
New  York. 

11.  That  the  recommendations  of  this  report,  so  far  as  they  relate 
to  payments  to  be  made  to  the  various  societies,  sliould  not  be  enforced 
until  January  1,  1882. 

The  proposed  schedule  of  the  per  capita  allowances  to  he  granted  to 
the  different  institutions  mentioned  above  is  suggested  as  a fair  and 
liberal  one  to  those  institutions.  A greater  reduction  at  first  might  be 
criticised  as  abrupt,  and  as  subjecting  the  institutions  to  the  incon- 
veniences of  a change  for  which  they  were  not  jirepared. 

It  is  believed,  however,  that  this  schedule  can  be  properly  and  advan- 
tageously revised  in  the  future,  with  a view  to  a still  greater  reduction 
in  the  allowances,  without  aiiv  detriment  to  the  institutions  them- 
selves,  or  to  the  general  interests  of  the  charities  they  represent. 

Third.  Three  societies:  The  Children’s  Aid  Society,  the  American 
Female  Guardian  Society,  the  Shepherd’s  Fold,  receiving  each  a fixed 
sum  per  annum,  secured  to  them  by  special  acts  of  the  Legislature,  as 
follows : 

Children’s  Aid  Society,  870,000. 

(Chapter  70,  Laws  of  1865;  chapter  163,  Laws  of  1867;  chapter 
180,  Laws  of  1871.) 

American  Female  Guardian  Societv  and  Home  for  tlie  Friendless, 
825,000. 

(Chapter  754,  Laws  of  1872.) 

Shepherd’s  Fold,  85,000. 

(Chapter  269,  Laws  of  1871.)

The  Children’s  Aid  Society  maintains  five  lodging-houses  for  bovs, 
one  for  girls,  twenty-one  industrial  schools,  thirteen  night  schools!!  i'l 
home  for  sick  cliildren  and  a sick  childi-en’s  mission  ; while  the  Ameri- 
can Female  Guardian  Society  supports,  besides  the  Home  for  the 
Friendless,  eleven  industrial  schools  and  a summer  home  for  sick 
children.  For  the  industrial  schools  ot  both  societies  an  allowance  of 
SIO  per  annum,  for  each  pupil,  is  received  from  the  board  of  educa- 
tion. The  children  who  attend  are  supposed  not  to  be  fit  subjects  for 
the  public  schools,  and  they  receive,  each  day,  either  a lunch  or  din- 
ner at  the  school. 

Ihe  history  of  the  Shepherd’s  Fold,  and  its  founder,  is  an  instructive 
one  for  the  public,  for  philanthropists  and  for  the  Legislature. 

In  1871  Mr.  Cowley  obtained  the  passage  of  a law  givingS5,000  from 
the  city  funds  to  the  Shepherd’s  Fold,  an  institution  established  bv 
him  for  the  care  of  destitute  children,  and  placed  under  the  charge  of 
a board  of  trustees.  Some  difficulty  ensuing  with  this  board,  Mr.  Cow- 
ley and  his  wife  were  forced  to  leave  the  institution,  which  soon  ceased 
active  operations;  'while  they  established  a second  “charity”  called 
“the  Children’s  Fold,”  for  the  benefit  of  which  Mr.  Cowley,  in  1874, 
obtained  the  passage  of  a law  granting  $2  per  week  per  capita  for  each 

* This  expenditure  includes  the  support  of  the  eleven  Industrial  Scliools,  and  of  the 
this  society  and  all  other  work  outside  “The  Home  fiir  the  Friend- 
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inmate,  from  the  city  funds.  The  history  of  this  institution  for  the 
next  three  years  is  best  told  by  a circular,  issued  by  four  of  its  trustees 
in  June,  1877,  from  which  the  following  is  an  extract : 

“ Statement. 

“ Practically  the  Children’s  Fold  was  managed  by  a corporation 
dual,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cowley,  no  meeting  of  the  trustees  having  been 
held  for  two  years  or  more;  and  no  election  or  ])rovisioti  for  election 
being  made.  When,  at  length,  attention  was  called  to  the  improper 
management  of  the  institution  by  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  the 
trustees  became  convinced  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cowley  were  unfit  to 
have  charge  of  anv  institution  foi'  children.  Various  members  of  the 
board,  and  among  them  Mr.  Cowley,  requested  Dr.  Peters  to  allow 
himself  to  be  elected  trustee,  in  the  belief  that  his  experience  in  the 
management  of  charitable  institutions,  and  tbe  confidence  of  the  pub- 
lic in  his  management,  would  avail  to  restore  the  Fold  to  usefulness 
and  enable  it  to  enlarge  its  work.  In  order  to  preserve  the  institution 
it  became  imperatively  necessary  that  iMr.  Cowley  should  be  removed, 
both  from  the  position  of  superintendent  and  president,  which  Avas 
done. 

“The  insultins  manner  in  which  Mr.  Cowley  had  treated  members 
of  the  board  of  trustees  made  it  impossible  for  the  board  to  work  har- 
moniouslv. 

“He  Avas  not  removed  from  his  position  of  trustee,  nevertheless, 
until  he  had  made,  through  his  brother,  a proposition  to  retire  alto- 
gether, upon  condition  that  the  board  should  pay  him  for  the  years 
during  Avhich  he  had  acted  as  superintendent,  together  Avith  the  ex- 
penses of  a trip  made  by  him  to  Europe,  and  also  Avhat  he  considered 
the  money  value  of  the  charter  or  laAvs  passed  by  the  Legislature  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Fold.” 

Shortly  after  the  events  here  described,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  CoAvley  hired 
a house  and  opened  it  as  The  Shepherd’s  Fold,”  applying  to  the  comp- 
troller of  the  city  for  the  payment  due  to  that  institution,  under  chap- 
ter 269,  LaAvs  of  1871,  which  the  comptroller  refused,  on  the  ground 
that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cowley  Avere  not  the  society  named  in  the  law,  and 
thereupon  a suit  was  brought  by  the  latter  to  recover  tbe  amount 
(815,000)  claimed,  being  the  allowance  for  three  years.  Before  the 
decision  was  rendered,  the  institution  Avas  complained  of  to  the  society 
for  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  children;  Mr.  CoAvley  Avas  prosecuted 
by  that  society,  Avas  convicted  of  cruelty  and  willful  neglect  of  chil- 
dren, and  sentenced  to  one  year’s  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary,  and 
a fine  of  8250. 

The  points  to  be  noticed  in  this  recital  are : 

1.  The  ease  with  Avhich  a man,  seeking  only  his  own  benefit,  and 
quite  unfit  to  have  charge  of  children,  obtained  the  passage  of  hiAvs 
granting  him  city  funds  for  the  maintenance  of  tAvo  separate  institu- 
tions. 

2.  The  culpable  carelessness  of  the  gentlemen  he  persuaded  to  act  as 
trustees,  and  lend  their  names  and  influence  to  his  objects. 

We  recommend  that  chapter  269,  LaAvs  of  1871,  granting  public  aid 
to  the  Shepherd’s  Fold,  be  repealed  in  such  manner  as  to  render  it 
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imj)os.sible  fur  any  person  to  make  a claim  on  the  city  for  payment 
to  that  institution  of  any  further  sums  of  money.  The  amount'of  the 
claim  at  present  is  825,000, 

We  also  recommend  that  the  Children’s  Aid  Society  and  the  Ameri- 
can Female  Cuardian  Society  be  required  to  make  annual  reports  to 
the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  which  shall  be  published 
in  the  City  Record. 

Fourth.  Tavo  institutions,  the  Society  for  Befriending  Children 
and  Young  Girls,  and  the  Five  Points  House  of  Industry. 

These  receive  a allowance  for  each  inmate  of  one  dollar 

per  Aveek,  a sum  not  sufficient  to  support  the  inmates  without  private 
contributions,  or  the  labor  of  the  inmates,  and  consequently  not  liable 
to  cause  an  increase  in  the  size  of  the  institutions  beyond  the  needs  of 
the  public. 

This  seems  to  be  the  right  principle  upon  which  aid  from  the  city 
should  be  given  to  charities  managed  by  priA-ate  persons  ; these  latter 
give  their  time  and  labor,  and  do  a great  service  to  the  community,  by 
caring  for  persons  Avho  might  otherwise  become  a public  charge. 
Having  established  an  institution,  and  proA’ed  it  to  be  useful,  and 
secured  a measure  of  support  from  priATite  benevolence,  it  is  but  just 
that  the  public  at  large  should  contribute  a share  to  the  maintenance 
of  a charity  which  does  them  a real  service. 

Thus  all  the  legitimate  adv'antages  of  public  aid  are  received  and  the 
dangers  of  the  system  as  heretofore  in  force  in  this  city  are  avoided. 

The  laws  granting  the  per  capita  allowance  to  these  two  societies 
Avere  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  1880. 

Their  annual  reports  for  the  past  two  years  show  the  following  facts :

Fifth,  Thirteen  institutions  of  different  religious  denominations, 
receiving  payment  from  the  city  for  children  committed  by  the  police 
and  civil  juslices  of  the  city  under  the  authority  of  the  act,  entitled  ‘An 
act  relative  to  the  powers  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  New 
York  and  the  Police  and  Criminal  Courts  of  said  city/’  approved 
January  23,  1833,  and  of  chapter  404,  Laws  of  1878,  entitled  ‘‘An 
act  to  provide  for  the  support,  treatment  and  care  of  pauper,  desti- 
tute and  delinquent  children,”  and  of  chapter  868,  Laws  of  18 ?3. 

Most  of  these  institutions  have  either  been  established  since  the  pass- 
age of  the  law  forbidding  the  sending  of  any  (diild  between  the  ages 
of  two  and  sixteen  years  to  any  county  alms-house  or  poor-house,  or 
have  greatly  increased  in  numbers  since  that  time. 

This  may  be  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  board  ot  estimate  and 
a))portionment  has  paid  from  the  excise  fund  82  a week  for  each 
child  committed  to  these  institutions. 

The  following  tables  give  the  financial  condition  for  the  two  years 
ending  September  30,  1880,  as  well  as  the  movement  of  the  population 
of  these  thirteen  institutions.

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We  have  caused  148  of  the  563  cases  committed  bv  police  justices 
to  be  inquired  into  as  thoroughly  as  the  limited  funds  at  our  disposal. 

for  the  purposes  of  this  investigation,  would  allow,  with  the  following 
results  : 

In  eight  cases  there  was  no  such  number  found  as  the  one  given  bv 
the  parent.  In  twenty-nine  cases,  the  parent  could  neither  be  found 
nor  heard  of  at  the.  address  given.  Forty  parents  were  reported  “ as 
able  to  support  children,”  and  the  I'emaining  seventy-one  were  reported 
either  as  habitual  drunkards,  or  as  too  poor  to  support  children,  or 
both. 

From  the  above  statement  it  appears  that  the  present  machincrv  at 
the  control  of  the  police  justices  of  the  city  is  not  such  as  enables 
them  to  obtain  sufficient  information  to  guide  them  in  making  com- 
mitments to  institutions,  and  that,  in  consequence,  both  the  citv  treasury 
and  the  moral  character  of  the  people  suffer  injurv. 

Fortunately  the  justices  themselves  became  convinced  of  the  danger- 
ous tendency  of  these  indiscriminate  commitments,  and  almost  all  have, 
since  March,  ISSO,  adopted  the  system  of  requiring  that  the  circum- 
stances of  the  children  presented’for  commitment  "shall  be  inquired 
into  by  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  which 
is  said  to  have  resulted  in  a much  more  cautions  policy  and  one  much 
more  conducive  to  the  moral  and  financial  welfare  of  the  citv  than 
that  heretofore  practiced.  The  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Grueltv 
to  Children  has  kindly  furnished  ns  with  a paper  givino-  special  cases 
investigated  by  them,  which  we  present  in  the  appendix'of  this  report 
stating  briefly,  that  it  shows  that  the  cases  of  one  hundred  and  thirtv- 
five  children  inquired  into  by  them  were  found  to  be  unsuitable,  for 
various  reasons,  for  commitments  to  a Xew  York  city  institution,  while 

1 * * ^ cases  were  subsequentlv  committed 

by  justices  of  other  courts  than  those  upon  whose  request  the  inqnirv 
and  report  was  made. 

The  system  adopted  by  the  justices  in  self-defense,  and  to  assist 
them  in  the  proper  discharge  of  their  duties  is  likelv  to  be  effective  so 
long  as  it  continues  in  force,  but  depends  entirelv  on  the  will  of 
individual  justices,  and  may,  at  any  time  of  course. 'be  discontinued. 
It  is  very  important  that  some  permanent  method  of  furnishing 
information  to  the  justices  in  regard  to  all  children  brought  before 
them  should  be  devised.  ” 

Perhaps  the  aiipointment  by  the  mayor  of  the  citv.  or  bv  the  board 
of  police  justices,  or  by  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  of  one  or  more 
officers  of  the  grade,  standing  and  compensation  of  the  truant  ao-ents 
of  the  board  of  education,  might  effect  the  desired  end.  ” 

Subject  for  consideration  is  also  found  in  the  practice  of  brino-ino- 
children,  proposed  to  be  committed  for  destitution,  or  for  anv  of°the 
causes  falling  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  charitable  institutions  of 
the  city,  into  open  court,  where  the  ordinary  criminal  is  arraigned  and 
examined.  If  we  accustom  the  children  who  may  become  the  depend- 
ents of  the  city  to  the  asjiect  and  surroundings  of  a criminal  court, 
they  may  cease  to  recognize  the  distinction  between  being  arrested  for 
crime  and  being  taken  into  court  for  commitment  to  a charitable 
institution.  The  examinations  of  such  children  bv  the  justices  should 
in  all  cases  he  elsewhere  than  in  the  public  court-room. 
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Another  matter  of  extreme  importance  in  ref^ard  to  children  enm- 
mitted  to  institutions  and  supported  bv  the  city  is  the  leiio-th  of  time

kSeventh.  4'he  New  York  House  of  Refuge,  an  institution  which 
receives  no  direct  :iid  from  the  cit}'  treasury,  but  wliich,  under  special 
law's,  draws  an  income  from  the  licensing  of  theaters,  etc.,  and  thus 

indirectly  is  aided  by  the  public  funds. 

The  }iarents  of  children  committed  to  the  House  of  Refuge,  as  well 
as  those  committed  to  the  Catholic  Protectory  and  the  New'  Yoik 
Juvenile  Asylum,  should  undoubtedly  be  required  to  jiay  for  the  main- 
tenance of  their  children,  if  able  to  do  so.  At  present  parents  have 
only  to  neglect  their  children  and  allow'  them  to  run  wild,  or  even  to 
accuse  them  themselves  of  being  troublesome  and  unruly,  in  order  to 
rid  themselves  of  the  burden  of  their  support.  The  penalty  for  neglect 
of  parental  duties  now'  falls  mainly  upon  the  child  and  the  public;  it 
should  be  placed  where  it  belongs — on  the  delinquent  parent.  In  a 
very  large  proportion  of  the  cases  committed  to  the  House  of  Refuge 
among  those  Avhich  we  have  caused  to  be  examined,  we  found  that  the 
parents  w’ere  well-to-do,  and  there  is  no  question  that  more  attention 
on  their  part  to  the  moral  education  of  their  sons  and  daughters 
might  in  many  cases  have  saved  the  latter  from  disgrace  and  imprison- 
ment, and,  perhaps,  a criminal  career.  In  Great  Britain,  during  the 
year  1879,  £18,000  was  collected  from  parents  for  support  of  children 
in  reformatory  schools. 

The  saving  in  money  is,  of  course,  a matter  of  importance,  but  the 
moral  saving,  in  the  increased  v'lgilance  of  paients  ovei  then  childien, 

is,  undoubtedlv,  of  far  greater  value.

The  seventy-three  institutions  (including  those  under  the  charge  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  and  Correction)  of  which  we 
have  given  the  statistics  contained,  during  the  two  years  ending 
September  30,  1880,  a constant  population  of  about  twenty-two 
thousand,  and  received  from  the  public  funds  more  than  four  million 
dollars  during  the  same  time,  besides  about  two  million,  four  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  from  private  sources. 

The  magnitude  of  the  interests  represented  by  the  charities  of  the 
city  of  New  A"ork  as  exhibited  in  the  foregoing  statement  must  com- 
nnind  serious  attention.  The  great  good  they  accomplish,  the  efficiency 
and  devotedness  of  those  engaged  in  their  administration  are  admitted, 
and  it  is  not  proposed  in  this  report  to  cripple  their  efforts  or  to  dis- 
courage their  zeal. 

It  is  believed  that  a combination  of  private  effort  with  public  aid  is 
the  true  principle  upon  which  to  furnish  the  relief  these  institutions 
propose  to  afford.  It  is,  however,  in  the  direct  interest  of  the  meri- 
torious institutions  themselves  as  well  as  of  economy  to  the  tax  payers 
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that  the  system  should  be  revised  with  a view  to  the  prevention  of  the 
abuses  to  which  it  is  now  subject. 

Parents  able  to  maintain  their  children  should  not  be  permitted  to 
make  them  a public  charge,  and  with  this  view  the  method  of  com- 
mitments must  be  revised. 

Ihe  system  of  public  relief  should  not  be  such  as  to  induce  selfish 
ami  unscrupulous  persons  to  embark  in  charity  as  a business,  and 
with  this  view  some  restraint  must  be  placed  upon  the  organization  of 
societies  claiming  participation  in  the  public  relief  funds. 

The  public  contributions  toward  these  institutions  should  be 
Avithin  such  limits  as  will  encourage  private  charity,  restrain  extrava- 
gance, promote  economy,  and  secure  the  entire  application  of  the  fund 
to  the  ostensible  object. 

Ine  reconimeiidutions  made  in  tiie  foregoing  report  are  calculated, 
it  IS  believed,  to  accomplish  these  objects.
